posed to be for relaxation, (umnsemout, 
health—anything yon will hut money 
making Yale during tliia year of 1390 
teceived from, all sonrcea for athletic 
purposes $59,739.33; Harvard, about 
$50,000; Pennsylvania, $46.950.78, and 
Princeton, $46,615.81. That gives a 
rough total of $203,314.95 taken in in 
one year by the athletic sports of our 
leading athletic colleges. 


Any one who likes to tinker with fig- 


ures will add that this signifies that iu 
five years four American universities 
take in $1,000,000 for Bports that are 
Kippered to bo the amusements oi tho 
students, who are amateurs not interest- 
ed in any way for financial gain and 
who do not care a pfnny whether any 
money is made or lost, received or Fpcut, 
provided they get good gamra and can 
meet the crewi, elevens, nines and truck 
teams they consider to be their natural 
| rivals. 


Most of these criticisms come from a 


cursory examination of cuniest peoylo 
who feel, and rightly, too, that jolly- 
sport of yoncg men in four colleges 
ought cot to cost $200,000 a year. This 
is a reasonable conception, and it liaa 
bnsied the brains of collfgo atthoritirs 
for many a day to discover how to check 
the extraordinary expenditures and re- 
ceipts in sport without killing vhat is 
a valuable thing for tho young men, 
even supposing the sport conld be killed 
in any way short of closing the univer- 
sities themselves. Those men have prac- 
tically corno to the conclusion that tho 
' amount of receipts and expenditures is, 
within limitsof course, immaterial pro- 
vided there is no gross waste of money 
and provided there is not a deficit year 
after year. They have, therefore, ap- 
pointed the graduate manager at Har- 
vard. They have appointed such men as 
Mr. Camp and Mr, Richards at Yale 
and the advisory board at Princeton, to 
see that, first, the expenditure is not 
wasteful, and that, second, the deficit is 
checked at once if it appear in ouy one 
year.—New York Tribune.

The following paper on burial reform 


by the Rev. John C. Tebbetts is published 
by request of the Northern Berkshire 
Ministerial Association before which It 
was road at Monday's meeting:* 
It has 


the cordial endorsement of the Asssocia- 
tion which is composed of the clergy of 
North Adams and the surrounding towns. 


Burlal*i. 


The subject of this paper is burial, not 


funeral, reform. 
Among Christians, 


Christian terms are preferable to pagan. 
The pagans who cremated their dead in 
the night-time carried torches which were 
composed of ropes (fimera) saturated or 
covered with pitch. 
With these the pro- 


cession was led. Hence its name. 
But 


our Lord's body was annotated for bia 
burial. Funeral reform was accomplished 
centuries ago by that wisdom which pre- 
ferred the light of the sun for its most 
solemn obsequies. Not so with burial re- 
form which with us waits for the light of 
reason and common sense. 


This is a large subject; we can touch it 


only at a few points. It is a delicate sub- 
ject having to do with very sacred mat- 
ters; we should approach it reverently* It 
is a moral subject; we should treat it 
justly. 


From m. Siuiilary Polut ol View. 


The interval between death and burial 


is often, we believe, unnecessarily long. 
When long, it is injurious to the living. 
Decomposition sota in immediately after 
death. 
To arrest it ice or embalming 


fluids may be used, still there is danger to 
health from proximity to the decaying 
body which increases with the interval. 
Especially is this the case where the room 
in which the body is laid is frequently 
visited by members of the afflicted family 
whose physical tone from watching and 
anxiety and sorrow is low, and where af- 
fection manifests itself by repeated con- 
tact of hand and lip. 


Among the Jews of our Lord's time who 


paid special attention to sanitation and 
from whom we may learn much, burial 
followed within three or tour hours after 
death, except in cases where death oc- 
curred at night, and then the interment 
or entombment wan bad the next morn- 
ing at an early hour. 
I am aware that 


they were influenced by climate and fear 
of ceremonial defilement from coming in 
contact with a dead body; but apart from 
these considerations^ there was wisdom in 
their custom from 
&> sanitary point of 


view (some of us may be willing to see in 
the ceremonial law a sanitary measure 
divinely enacted, and therefore of value 
in some degree for all people.) 


Burial protracted from three to five 


days has become the custom which in 
most cases might be more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. 
Whence 


is it ? And to what is it due ? The answer 
is an unwillingness to part with the body 
of a loved one; a natural shrinking from 
seeing that body committed to mother 
earth; a fear of seeming to one's neighbors 
to be in haste to put it away and to be 
considered lacking in respect; an appre- 
hension lest the body be not really dead; 
sufficient time for preparation for an 
elaborate burial and, in some instances, 
for the assembling of diatamt friends. But 
are these reasons sound ? Are they not 
for the most part due to au unwise and 
unreasoning sentimentality? And should 
they be allowed where wisdom, discretion 
and propriety point the other way ? 


Modes at* Interment. 


Reform in modes of interment ia equally 


important ou sanitary grounds. The ob- 
ject of burial should be to dispose of the 
body as quickly and inoffensively as p 
aibly. It belongs to common sense to 
render it innocuous to the living. 
But it 


cannot be too strongly insisted that this 
is not being done by the present modes of 
burial. 
The casket is generally made of 


oak, chestnut or some other hardwood 
and in the most substantial manner, as if 
it were considered advisable to preserve 
the body as long as poasible. This casket 
is inclosed by a box, oftentimes also of 
hard wood. 
Outside of this there is in 


some instances a metal case, and possibly 
these three are placed in a fourth recepta- 
cle of brick or stone below or above 
ground. 


By such on •arrangement, in whole or in 


part, decomposition may be arrested, and 
yet it goes on. The coffin itself resists 
decay for a long time, but not so the in- 
closed body which though retarded 
wastes away throwing up its gases to poi- 
son the ground above, infecting the neigh- 
borhood and making the presence of the 
dead a menace to the health of the living, 
—in fact a source of great danger. Adc 
to this that such interments are being 
made ia proximity to the abodes of the 
living and it becomes a matter for sur- 
prise that such things arti allowed to be 
Far be it from me to advocate cremation 
or a quick dissolution of the body bj 
chemicals, yet either of these from the 
standpoint of health would be prefer- 
able. 


But what better alternative is there? ] 


submit taat the best would be to commit 
the body after a decent manner (which il 
would be easy to suggest) in its simple 
winding sheet to mothei earth, without 
coOin or casket or any such thing. If this 
seems unbefitting (not inhuman nor ye 


t unnatural), then put it in a light coffin o 


j soft wood or wicker work, or wood pulp 
1 or other perishable material, such 


would offer the least resistance to decom 
position, while sufficiently strong for pur 
posesof transportation and a decent cov 
ering. Some such method of burial i 
aare to be prescribed as our health boards 
are given authority to devote their valua 
ble services to every department of town 
or city eanitatiou. 


Burial* Too Costly. 


Let ua now consider our subject of bur- 


ial reform from a financial point of view 
Hera it will be readily acknowledged 1 
there need of reform. It is safe to 
that in the great majority of instances the 


of r*V proportion to 


he meant and circumstance of the family 
o which the deceased belonged. This 
• often true even among well-to-do peo- 
ple. There has been the long and expen- 
sive illness, the frequent visits of the phy- 


iofam, the prescriptions accumulated at 
he drop; store, the many littte delicacies 
rdered from the markets, possibly the 
mployment of a trained nnme or of a 
woman to do the housework. Then fol- 
ows the undertaker with his asBlBtonte 
hose services are required from three 


to five days, the embalming or chilling 
f the body, the coffins seldom less than 
wo with more or less costly ornamenta- 
tion (including an engraved plate)and there 
are the hearse, the digging of the grave; 
he carriages for every member of the 
family (Including the lUtle children), for 
he relatives to a remote degree, for the 
riends and neighbors who will feel ag- 
grieved if they are not taken, for the 


irers and the minister. Even when 


oonomy is practiced, these are items of 
great expense which bear heavily upon 
he family. 
When death occurs in the family of a 
aborer, a clerk or a mechanic, it ia often 
ound that there is nothing laid by with 
which to meet the burial expense. Credit 
must be obtained at the undertaker's, 
and for months the family must practice 
be moat rigid economy, even denying 
hern&elves some of the necessaries of life. 
Possibly before the last installment la 


met another death occurs, and the gro- 
cer, 
butcher, merchant and landlord 


must join hands with the undertaker and 
wait with patience, or else make good 
ils losses by overcharging aome other 
amily, I mean no disrespect to anyone, 
—only this is true, that were business of 
all kinds conducted on a caah basis the 
>illsot* those who pay at sight would 
>e measurably 
lesa 
than they are. 


['he price of 
most 
everything we 


pay for is increased by others' deficien- 
cies. In no department of business, I 
magiue, are there more losses in propor- 
tion to the business done than In that of 
the undertakers. And this fact explains 
to some degree their enormous charges, 
especially in large cities. How far under- 
takers are responsible for this by encour- 
aging expensive burials and *ao setting 
many persons au example of extrava- 
gance which they cannot afford, I do not 
>retend to say. But this I do say, we 
tave become slaves to a tyrannous cus- 
tom in this whole rnattex.whoever it Is that 
ias forged the chains, and these chains 
are bound around the necks of all classes 
of people from the rich down through 
every rank and condition, to the widow 
whose children have to beg their bread. 


To Leiweii fixpeiive. 


But what reforms in the way of econ- 


omy would you suggest, it may be asked? 


1. Make the interval between death 


and burial short and thus do away with 
alt artificial means for preserving the dead 
)ody. This would also leflqen the oosc of 
attendance. 


2. If a caskett is to be used let it be but 


one and that a plain one, such as will be 
readily decomposed, and with little or no 
ornamentation. Au engraved plate put 
n the ground where no eye can see and 
read it is e superfluity. 
To cast silver 


handles into the earth where they cannot 
be of any use is to bury the Lord's money. 


3. The employment of a hearse might 


m many cases be dispensed with and, a 
bier, owned by the parish and borne by 
friends, used instead. The most touching 
burial procession I ever witnessed was in 
the streets of Bt. Petersburg. The bier 
was earned by four men, presumably rel- 
atives of the deceased. la front of it 
walked two policemen. Behind it fol- 
lowed on foot the mourners, apparently 
in humble circumstances. They were a 
ad of about 12 and a girl of 17, children, 
ixjsaibly, of a deceased mother. The lit- 
;le procession kept to the pavement just 
outside of the curb. As it went along the 
street every dray or drosky of any kind 
stopped until it had passed, aa did the pe- 
destriods oa the sidewalk, and every man 
raised his hat. No conveyance of any 
description presumed to cut across or 
pass by this humble procession. It must 
have been a long distance to the place of 
burial, yet only a simple bier was used. 


4. Ia the use of carriages enonomy ii 


especially demanded. Why should the 
Family of the deceased be expected to 
provide them for their friends and neigh' 
aore, or even for any outside of their own 
household, except of course for those 
whose services are actually required? 
Neither the greatness of one's sorrow nor 
the number of one's friends is to be reck- 
oned by the length of the procession. Is 
it a good way to show reaped? It ia no 
time for pomp and parade. Would so mi 
body's feelings be hurt if he were not 
taken? Then it is time to abolish the cus- 
tom and the risk. I submit that in con- 
sideration of the socredaess of grief which 
should in every possible way be sheltered 
and protected from the common gaze, in 
consideration of the respect wo enter- 
tain for our departed and in considera- 
tion of the expense which many cannot 
afford, the spectacle of a procession of 
two or three carriages passing along a 
quiet street to church or cemetery is more 
respectable and in better taste, and is 
more honoring to the livine and the dead 
than a procession of a dozen carriages 
calling attention to itself and provoking 
remarks of various kinds on a public and 
crowded thoroughfare where it is being 
cut across or passed at full speed by all 
sorts of vehicles. 


It once fell to me to officiate at the bur 


ial of a child.of three months whose par 
ents lived in a miserable garret in great 
poverty. 
"When formed, the procession 


consisted of 13 carriages besides the 
bfe 


white hearse.The family lived on the stree 
leading to the cemetery, but whether as 
an advertisement for the undertaker who 
had to pay for it, or aa an exhibition of 
family pride, we were taken four blocks 
or squares out of our course to make a 
parade on tne principal business street o 
the city. It was all a vain and expensive 
show, dishonoring to the little dead body 
and to all who took part in it. 


5. All the "trapping! at.UBultHofiroe," 


as ShaJEeapeave called thenvmlfcbt wisely 
be abolished. Why should we fiO to the 
expense and inconvenience of -wearing 
ladgefl of moarning and of patting a 
>laek border on our visiting oardq and on 
our note paper which, by Its gradual nar- 
rowing, indicates lhat the term of our 
Borrow is approaching an end? The whole 
hing is slmory conventional—a mere 
matter of fashion which may be good for 
the stationer, the dressmaker abd the 
milliner, bat which can do nd one else 
any good. Do we want to adverbtae our 
irrlef, or the secret society to which we 
belong? We might better do it in a news- 
paper. Are we in danger of forgetting 
our absent friend, and do we need a re- 
minder? 
Let ua do i(0methin£ for hl- 


memory. Do we think: to fclonor his mem 
ory by wearing crape or mourning good 


Let ua first pay the coat of els burial or 


give something to the poor wham he 
oved. 
Do w« wish to let our friends 


enow that we are not in society? Let na 
decline their invitation with thanks. 
Whatever our object, if it be nob purely 
conventional, let us know and teach 
others to know that "heavy black'' 
except on the back of a parson) "is the 
emblem of sin, gloom, despair, hopeless 
death and eternal separation," that we 
are Christians, children of the Light 
whose Lord and Master "has overcome 
death and opened unto ua the gate of 
everlasting life" and that He baa given us 
the "garment of praise for the spirit of 
~ eavlness." 


6. Flowers white and fragrant are 


appropriate as emblems of hope and the 
resurrection, but a few are sufficient if we 
can afford them; if we cannot, they are 
out of place, and any approach to display 


i unnecessary and in bad taste. 
7. Costly monuments, erected at pri- 


vate expense a&d for the undistinguished 
dead, are a foolish waste of money. I 
once knew a woman wbo In her last will 
ordered that almost every penny she had, 
amounting to aome fAQOO, should be put 
into a monument to stand at the head of 
her grave. She was no renowned per- 
aoaage. Sho had never done anything to 
give anybody reason to remember her. 
•Ihe waa only a plain, obscure woman 
having a. few ordinary acquaintances. 
Such a use of money is, I claim, absolutely 
sinful. 


So much from a financial point of view! 


Dreary mourning* 


There are many other considerations ol 


more or less importance belonging to the 
subject of burial reform. A brief refer- 
ence to some of them will suffice. 


I would like to see the house of mourn- 


ing turned into a home of cheerful resig- 
nation and calm Christian joy, with the 
curtains drawn back as at other times and 
;h« light of God's sun streaming through 
the windows. If we believe in the resur- 
rection and have hope in Christ for our 
departed, why turn the dwelling into an 
unlighted vault or mausoleum? 


PlHce of Funeral* 


The clergy should insist that they be 


first consulted as to the time and place of 
the burial service, before any appoint- 
ments are made. 


If the deceased was a member of the 


church there can be no more fitting place 
Tor the principal burial service than the 
church edifice which Is consecrated to 
God and hallowed with our dearest asso- 
ciations. It is there that we meet as the 
larger family in Christian love and fellow- 
ship; and it la there that our aspirations 
and longings for the world to which our 
loved ones go are born and nourished. 
The more we make onr churches homes 
for the family of God and hallow them 
with onr moot sacred and solemn associa- 
tions, the more prominent will they be in 
the community as monuments of the 
grace and power of Jesna Christ. 


Sabbath Burial* AVroiifc;. 


For reasons not alone affecting the 


clergy or their regularly appointed minis- 
trations, the Sunday burial should be 
abolished. We have onr duties to the liv- 
ing on that day and these demand onr 
utmost energy and strength. To overtax 
it, or to divert it, is neither kind nor just 
If other people's time la too valuable to 
allow of their attending to such matters 
on a week day, it should be remembered 
that our time on Sundays is also valua- 
ble. If by choosing the Lord's Day it ia 
intended to gather a large assemblage ant 
make it an occasion for display, I do not 
think that it is either wtoe or timely, noi 
that it is our place to be privy to it. 


Fuii«ral S«rmon*. 


And as to preaching a "funeral sermon,1 


so called, I would suggest with all due 
respect to the opinions of those who may 
differ from me that It should be left to 
very rare occasions. If a public man o 
good character is being burled it may be 
well to draw out for the living the promi- 
nent lessons of his life, yet never on the 
occasion itself by way of eulogy. Give 
God the praise, not man, if any praise 1 
to be given. We are all at our best but un- 
profitable servants. Much lesa ia it a time 
for giving sympathy and consolation to 
th e bereaved family by any encomium o 
the dead. If we have theae to give it i 
wiaer and safer as well as kinder to hea 
th« bruiaed heart in private than tc 
undertake to do it in public." Besides the 
pastor who makes it his rnle to speak his 
own words runs the risk of wounding in 
stead of healing, in which event be may 
cripple his entire ministry. If he speaks 
at many services he must speak at si 
and wise with more than the serpent1 
wisdom most he be who can safely stee 
his thought hi and out among the rooks 
which line and intersect and dot aa Islands 
some people's reputation. Should he try 
to avoid them and keep oat in the open 
sea, many will not care for his general 
izations, and some will be sure to b 
•wounded by bin discretion or his timidity 
Sometimes the preacher of "funeral ser- 
moDs"willbe handicapped by the re 
quest of the family thatrno personal alia 
siontothe deceased be made, and ifh 
yields to such unwarrantable dictation h 


wfll seem unfeeling and cold. Better 
would it be for him and for all at snoa a 
, 


time—nay in ninety nine oasts out of 
' 


very one hundred—to hold his peace 
and speak only the words and thoughts 
of God as set forth in Holy Scripture end 
by Mother Gfenroh.
